Helpful Provisions for Wholesalers

» Wholesalers are permitted to directly import
any brand of their choosing

» No requirement to go through non-dealer
permit system ($200/year & $5000 bond)

» No “Come to Rest” requirement

» Wholesalers can sell beer & wine directly to
consumers (DC Code § 25-111)



Helpful Provisions for Retailers

» DC has an importation permit available for
any licensed retailer (DC Code § 25-119)

» Retailers are permitted to directly purchase
any brand if the product is not available from
a licensed District wholesaler

» ABRA issued 48,000 importation permits for
FY 2017 ($5 + $2.79/BBL tax)
